General Electric and Radio 


Corporation Accused j)f 
, Law Violations. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—(By the 
Associated 
Press.)—Interest and 
holdings of the General Electric 
Co., 
in concerns throughout the 
United States and Canada were 
described at the 
hearings 
begun. 
Tuesday by the federal trade com- 
mission into charges of monopoly 
and restraint of trade against the 
Radio Corporation of America, the 
General Electric Co. and six as- 
sociated manufacturing interests. 
Since the defendants 
represent 
an estimated total capital invest- 
ment of nearly two billion dollars, 
the case was said to be the largest 
ever brought before the commis- 
sion. The hearing was expected to 
last several weeks. 
Objection to the jurisdiction of 
the commission and denial of the 
charges were filed*at the outset by 
defendants and were overruled by 
Examiner William ,C. Reeves, pre- 
siding. 
Johri P. Cotton, counsel for 
the 
Radio corporation, objected to the 
charges as "vague' and declared 
the alleged, practices of the corpor- 
ations were "not unfair methods of 
competition," but actually '.'bene- 
ficial," having created "the modern 
art of radio," established a world- 
wide 
system 
of communication, 
brought entertainment to countless 
homes and aided in the safeguard- 
ing of life at sea; 
Any combination that night e^.- 
ist, said Mr. Cotton, was a "volun- 
tary combination of supplementary 
and non-competitive units," creat- 
ing a vast 
industry. He further 
stated that acts of the defendants 
had been approved by other execu- 
tive departments of the government 
and that some federal officers had 
participated in several of them. 
The widespread ramifications of 
the General Electric Co., were re- 
vealed Wy the first witness, F. D. 
Kammerer, chief traveling auditor 
of the General Electric. 
He said, 
the company held interests in ho- 
tels, amusement parks, cash stores, 
fair and exhibition companies, rail- 
ways and numerous other concerns.

(JP)—Americans must cease think- 
ing primarily of law enforcement 
and begin to practice law observ- 
ance, declared Congressm in Rob- 
ert G. s?-mmons in an address be- 
fore the annual convention of the 
Nebraska Federation of Woman's 
club' hoi e Wednesday 


'"We have about reached the nat- 
atif'H point in law enforcement," 


he raid. "Further efforts will be 
availing only as the people them- 
selves decide to obey the law Too 
many citizens feel no obligations 
to obey' laws of which they do not 
approve. When the citizen deems 
it Ills duty to obey all laws and 
acts according to that duty, law 
enforcement will be simple. 
Laws never lead but always fol- 


low the will of a free people," the 
congressman philosophized 


"The ppople themselves,"-he add- 
ed, "must see that .their will is 
obeyed. 


"The prohibition laws are not the 
only oiic> that are being disobeyed. 
Fvery law from traffic regulations 
through the misdemeanors and fel- 
onies to murder are being broken. 
The remedy is not repeal or modi- 
fication. The remedy is the educa- 
tion of the citizen to the necessity 
of the law and the necessity for its 
observance. Americans must look 
less to law enforcing officials and 
moie to themselves.

URGES CHIN 


Says Friction Between Com- 


merce Department and '. 


Fund Body. 


(Special to The Star) 


OMAHA, Oct. 21.—Supervision 


and control of state banks by the 
bankers •themselves, 
as 
against 
"political control" by the govern- 
nor through the appointive head of 
the state trade and commerce de- 
partment, v.-ere advocated by Van 
E. Peterson, secretary of the guar- 
anty fund commission, in an ad- 
dress before the Nebraska Bankers' 
association here today. 
Mr. Peterson, in the course of his 
remarks, took several indirect shots 
at Trade and Commerce Secretary 
Kirk Griggs, who is also attending 
the . convention and 
will 
speak 
Thursday. He indicated that there 
has been a good deal of friction be- 
tween the commission and the de- 
partment on various matters, par- 
ticularly 
as to whether the assets 


of failed banks should be disposed 
of 
and 
their 
affairs 
wound up 
as quickly as possible, or business 
operations • continued with a view- 
to realizing more money from the 
assets. 
Answering the criticism that the 
guaranty fund commission's policy 
of 
continuing to 
operate 
banks 


which have come into its 
hands, 
thereby 
"putting the state into 
competition with private business," 
Mr. JPeterson said he didn't think 
anybody was seriously complaining 
about this except other bankers in 
the same towns who were ""trying 
to get hold of the business and as- 
sets at a bargain price." 


Getting All They Can. 
The commission, he asserted, 'is 


acting as trustee for all the solvent 
state banks of Nebraska and en- 
deavoring to get every dollar it can 
out of $10,000,000 of book assets in 
Thirty-two banks which it is now 
operating as going- concerns. If given 
sufficient time, he said, it would 
be able to salvage a' large part of 
that sum, whereas, 
if the asset« 


were put up at auction immediately 
they would' bring much less. Mr. 
Peterson pointed out that 
these 


banks have about $10,000,000 of de- 
posits—an amount equal to 
their 


total book assets—and if they were 
closed the guaranty fund would be- 
come liable for 
payment of that 


sum to depositors. The fund could 
not pay any such sum, he declared. 
^Ninety-seven other state banks 
have failed since the guaranty law 
became effective in 1911, he report- 
ed. Of these,,ninety are still in re- 
ceivership, the affairs of the other 
seven having been finally wound 
up.The guaranty fund commission 
has 150 employes tin its payrqll and 
has thirty-five 
attorneys 
besides 


helping to handle 
1,500 lawsuits 


now in the courts involving assets 


of the banks 
and 
claims against 
them. 
Secretary 
Peterson 
told 


hisv audience. Among the assets arc 
750 pieces of real estate, which ar« 
being sold off as fast' as 
advaii- 
tageous disposition can be mad« ot, 
them. 
i 


Says f*00,000 Saving. 
Peterson's summary showed that 


the commission's totul expense ac- 
count for the fiscal 
year 
ended 


June 30, last, was $S45,1SB. He com- 
pared this* with $515,205 of expense 
incurred in a former year by fifty- 
eight separate receiverships, 
be- 


fore the guaranty fund'board was 
created and took charge. As 
the 
number of banks handled now is 
more than double what ft was then, 
he estimated a' yearly saving 
of 
over $800,000 through the commis- 
sion's efforts. ' 
It was also pointed out that the 


individual receivers collected, only 
29 per cent of the assets, while 


I the commission during the first two 
years of its existence collected 40 
per cent. 
"Politicians 
advocated and 
se- 
cured the passage of the guaranty 
fund law, thereby forcing you 
to 
pay-the losses, but retained unto 
themselves the administration of 
the law both as to going and failed 
banks," the speaker declared. 
He 


blamed the enormous losses of the 
guaranty fund upon inefficient poli- 
tical administration of the law. The 
act of ia23 creating .the guaranty 
fund commission was all that saved 
the fund, he said. 
Peterson expressed himself in ta- 


vor of vesting the commission with 
still greater powers, including the 
appointment of state bank examin- 
ers. A bill of this kind was drawn 
for introduction in the legislature 
last winter, he said, but because of 
Governor McMullen's opposition it 
was never presented. 
He thought 
'there should be a state -banking 
department 
separate from 
every- 


thing else, and that the bankers of 
the state should select the man to 
administer it.

MELLOW FIRS 


Suggests Set Tax Rates Witfc 


Repeal of Earned In- 


come Reduction. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—(By the 


Associated Press.)—A new schedule 
of normal tax rates, differing mate- 
rially from that presented Monday 
«nd contemplating the repeal of 
earned income provision of the ex- 
isting law, was transmitted Tues- 
day to the house ways and means 
committee by the treasury. 
The committee now is informed 
that the rate on which the treas- 
ury's estimate of $140,000.000 cut 
in the income tax 
revenue 
was 
based are 1 -per cent on the first 
$3,000; 3 per cent on. the next $4,000 
and 5 per cent-on all over 57,000. 
This compares with the 'rates given 
Monday of 1% per cent on the first 
$4,000; 4 per cent $4,000 to $8,000, 
and 5 per cent on all o'wer $8,000. 
The surtax rates proposed would 


begin at 1 per. cent on sums be- 
tween $13,000 and $15,000. and go up 
gradually to 20 per, cent on all over 
$150,000; 
The surtax rates as set 


out in the scheme are: 
One per cent, $13,000'to $15,000. 
Two per cent, $15,000 to $17,000. 
Three per cent, 17,000 to $19,000. 
Four per cent, $19,000 to $21,000. 
Five per cent, $21.000 to $23,000 
Six per cent, $23.000 io $25,000- 
Seven per cent, $25,000 to $30.000. 
Eight per cent, $30,000 to.$35,000. 
Nine per cent, 35,000 to $40,000. 
Ten per cent, $40,000 to $45,000- 
Eleven per cent, $45,000 to $50,000.

THE NEW ARMY CHIEFS. 
Within ^a -week after his appointment as'secretarv 


'ot war, 
Dwight F. Davis announces a sweeping 


change in the policy of administration. 'He authorizes 
the announcement that he and his assistant will be 
responsible for the strict application of the budget 
system to the affairs of his department, leaving the 
general staff free to concern itself solely "with the 
problems of a military character. 


The innovation is of far greater consequence 


than first appears. 


It is not a matter of criticism to point out that 


^ 
heretofore the apportionment of appropriations and the 
problems of finance have been of as great if no1 
greater concern to the general staff than the strict 
science of warfaffe. The army chieftains have found 
that a. great portion of their time was consumer1. 
with matters extraneous from the immediate task it 


v hand. 


• Both Secretary Davis, and his newly appointed 


assistant, Hanford HacNider, are veterans of th,> 
"World war. They served conspicuously in the greatest 
of all modern struggles, and retired from the army 
with the rank of colonels. They are the first soldiers 
since the day of General Sherman to occupy thf 
supreme post in' the War department. Since Grant 
named. Sherman as secretary of war in ISCii, no 
soldier has filled that post. Ordinarily its affairs 


/ - have been handled by lawyers—Taft, Wright, Dick- 


inson, Stirnson, Garrison and Baker, with an accas- 
ional variance to the business man's typ'e. 


Neither Davis nor MaeXider can be classed as 


the professional soldier. They came into the army in 
thev great crisis from civilian ranks. But their ex- 
periences qualified them to an exceptional degree to 
interpret the soldier's life and to understand the 
army's point of view. 
""" 
In another way the elevation of these men to the 


posts of highest responsibility raises an interesting 
question. It has long been the complaint that affairs 
of the army have been too much under the domination 
of West Point. So long as the nation maintains UK 
training' school for the army, it would seem logical 
and proper that the ideas which promulgate its polic- 
ies should also find predomipance in the War depart- 
ment. But Mr. Davis and Mr. MacNider both came 
into the army from civilian life.-'Doubtless they have- 
their own views and their own opinions on discipline 
and on other matters of a military nature. 


Secretary Davis was acclimated for the work 


which he now takes up by serving as assistant to 
John "VV. "Weeks. He- has already given proof of his 
capacity and self-reliance to serve. Equally well- 
fitted is Colonel MacNider, who served as, national 
commander of the American Legion. 


It is a matter of congratulation that the im- 


portant responsibilities of the War department h.M.vi; 
been entrusted to HK-SC- two men. If Secretary Davis' 
first official act is an indication of the sort of ad- 
ministration that is to be expected, then it is safe 
to say that ttie office will receive^ the intelligent di- 
rection resulting; from a thorough knowledge of its 
needs. 


NO QUICKSILVER GOLD. 


We are not to have cheap gold: not for some 


time, at any rate. A year ago the scientific 
world, 


'as well as the financial, was startled at the announce- 
-. 
i 
ment from Germany that Prof. Adolphe Miethe of tho 
Charlottcnbur^ Technical college had succeeded in 
transmuting mercury into gold and all sorts of ter- 
rible consequences were pictured as liable to result 
should it be demonstrated that the metal upon which 
all value is based should be cheapened by a process 
promising an unlimited supply. 


The Scientific American publishers, sensing the 


importance from every viewpoint. o£ ascertaining the 
truth or falsity of the report immediately took steps 
to have the matter-.thot-oug-hly tried out. Arrangements 
were made with Prof. H. H. Sheldon, chairman of the- 
department of physics of Washington Square college 
of New York universitv to have experiments carried 
on there. These were conducted by Roger S. Ewtey, 
as physicist and research investigator of high stand- 
ing and have .been going on ever since. Now >it is 
announced that the results have been entirely neg- 
ative. No gold whatever was obtained. 


It -was stated by Prof. Miethe that he had ex- 


posed for several hours a quantity of pure mercury 
to the action of an intense electric arc inside a vessol 
of quartz and as a result obtained a very small quan- 
tity of gold. It was supposed that the action of tho 
electricity 
under the , circumstances 
might 
hav> 


changed the atomic structure of the mercury, an 
extra, electron being introduced into tlip nucleus of 
the atom of mercury. This, it was thought, would 
make the resulting atom one 'of gold rathen than of 
mercury. 


Prof. Estey. carried on the experiments' cxactlv 


as they were 'said to _have been carried on by Prof. 
Miethe, even sending to Germany and obtaining r- 
exact replica of the lamp which he had used, after it 
•was found that one which had been constructed under 
the direction 
of the American experimenters had 


failed to produce the results sought. Still there^was 
n» gold. Many rung were made and the exact formul; 
prescribed by the German scientist was followed anrl 
the scientists were finally compelled to abandon the 
attempt- 


It is now believed that there must -have been 


miniate quantities of gold in the mercury used by 
Prof. Miethe, or about some of the apparatus used. 
The American scientists took every precaution to 
avoid anything of this kind, the mercury boing ob- 
tained from a. source which would preclude the pres- 
ence of gold and afterwards being; redistilled undev 


* Taciiurn. It was then carefully analyzed and no trace 


of gold found. Neither was there any such ', .- 
after the experiments had been made. 


So there IB to be no synthetic gold until some 


' other' process Is discovered, and probably everybody 
it Just *s well satisfied.

The Nebraskans made it plain 
that this state means business and that its ipeople 
will do everything in their power to push the water- 
way enterprise to a successful conclusion. 


Xow that such a good beginning has been made, 


interest in the undertaking should not lag. The sub- _ 
ject of making the Missouri river .navigable ought 
to' be presented at every large gathering held by 
agricultural and commercial organizations by someone 
who has his heart in it, and their active [support 
should be enlisted. 
, 


One of the suggestions .made at Kansas City hv a 


United States senator carries the keynote as to what 
policv ought to be pursued in securing the necessary 
co'ngressional appropriations. He declared that west. 
ern senators and congressmen must join hands and 
work unitedly to that end if the desired object is 
to be attained. The- warning was coupled with this 
advice that "if you let the east get what it wants 
first, you will not get anythine." 


That is something well worth remembering. In 


the past, some of our Nebraska statesmen have been 
too prone to vote for high taiiffs and other things 
in which the east was interested, merely to keep 
tfhemselves in good standing with the powers that be 
in "Washington, in return for patronage. It is time to 
abandon that sort of thing and begin to fight for 
what concerns the vital interests of Nebraska. 


Missouri river improvement will be more bene- 


ficial to Nebraska than anything else that has hap- 
pened during the last^half century. It ^vill mean a 
saving of many millions of dollars each year in trans- 
portation charges, enabling the farmers and live stock 
growers to secure more "equitable prices for their 
products. The scheme is entirely practicable,. and 
nothing can stop it if the western states pursue the 
project in a vigorous way. 


INDIANA'S NEW SENATOR. 


Announcement of the appointment of Arthur R 


Robinson, an Indianapolis attorney, to the vacancy 
in the L'nited States senate resulting from the death 
of Samuel Ralston, is of greater significance than 
appears on the surface. It is in the senate where 
President Coolidge has experienced his trouble. ]n a 
larger measure than his predecessor, the late "Warren 
Harding, Mr. Coolieige has -been without leadership 
upon which he could depend. As a result he has lost 
fight after fight and has failed to secure approval 
of legislation which he wanted more often than any 
president since the days of Grover Cleveland. 


Senator Ralston was a democrat. 
His political views were usually in wide variance 


to the president's policy. It would have been possibla 
through careful' selection to have picked a strong 
and valiant defender to replace a resourceful antag- 
onist. Such a' man was ex-Senator Beverklge, who 
was favored for appointment. But Beveridge had been 
identified ""with the factional differences which had 
been so pronounced in Indiana republicanism. So in 
spite of his acknowledged abilities as a student of 
government and a great orator, he was passed over 
for a "man little known outside the boundaries of hi-s 
own state. The choice of 
Beveridge 
\\oulcl 
have,, 


brought to the senate a man of national standing, a 
capable leader" excellently equipped to linve carried 
the brunt of the fight which the president is cxpoctoii 
to encounter in his recommendations with rcspeci 
to tax reduction and American participation in the 
world court. 


Senator Borah is nominally the president's spokes- 


man in the senate. 


How widely he differs with the occupant ol" th" 


White House on many questions is indicated by Mr. 
Borah's attack on the world court Tuesday night. 
The president is committed, heart and soul, to Ameri- 
can participation. Yet Mr. Borah renewed the objec- 
tions whcih he has voiced so lonp; and so effectively, 
thus definitely indicating that he would still be found 
in opposition to Mr. Coolidge on this question. And 
then on the matter of tax reduction it is equally 
apparent that the Idaho statesmen will be unwilling 
to go as far as the president in apportioning the cut 
to those of larger incomes. 


While the election of Mr. Robinson undoubtedlv 


will give the administration another vote, it will no: 
supply the great need of providing Mr. Coolidge with 
a spokesmen of ability to defend the President's, 
policies in and out of season. That is the weakness of 
the president's case with respect to the United States 
senate. 
i 


THE SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY. 


The growing importance of the sugar beet in- 


dustry in Nebraska is emphasized in the apparently 
authenticated statement that three new factories will 
be constructed in the western counties next spring, 
to be completed in time to handle next year's crop. 


Muiatare and Lyman are said to be two of the 


towns selected for factories. 


The first available records on sugar production 


in Nebraska go back but twenty years. In 1904.the 
total acreage Was 13.100. In" 1909 the crop was valued 
at -?17N9,593. In 1915, the acreage devoted to sugar 
beets had increased to 25,700, with a total,production 
of 298.000 tons, valued at $},665,000. A 'year ago the 
farmers of western Nebraska planted 65.000 acres 
to sugar beets, producing a crop of 766,000 tons, 
valued at $4,979,000. In the season that has just closed, 
the acreage was considerably increased and the yield 
the highest that was ever had. 
' . • 


At this time when efforts are being put forth 


to diversify the agricultural efforts of Nebraska, it 
would appear that the sugar b.eet production in thr> 
western counties had solved the problem there.
